NEW YORK, Nov. 8. — That bol- 


shevik sympathizers had planned a 
series of uprisings this afternoon in 
celebration of the anniversary of the 
establishment o! 4he soviet republic 
in Russia, was the explanation today 
for the raids in this city and thruout 
the country in -which about 500 ar- 
rests were made. 


In addition to the raid here, carried 


out by agents of the department of 
justice and detectives from the "bomb 
squad," of the police department the 
authorities raided houses in Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, Newark, Detroit, St 
Louis, Jackson, Michigan, Hartford, 
Conn , New Haven Conn , Ansonia, 
Conn , and San Francisco. All were 
directed from Washington and In addi- 
tion to prisoners gieat quantities of 
anarchistic literature -were 
confis-
